THE EXCITEMENT OVER THE PARLIAMENT- 
ARY ELECTION AT DEPTFORD. 


Increase in the Liberal Strength—A Ticklish 
Question — Chamberlain’s Mission — M. 
Daniel Wilson Convicted and Sentenced 
—The Marquis de Breteuil’s Speech— 
Condition of the German Crewn Prince— 
Probable Early Close of the Reichstag’s 
Session—Fereign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 1.—The excitement over the 
bye elections culminated yesterday at Dept- 
ford, where the public feeling shqwn was 
something very much like rioting. The Tory 
candidate was several times recognized and 
hustled in the streets. Once he appeared in 
considegable danger and had to take refuge in 
a committee-room guarded by muscular men 
hired for the occasion. In spite of this he se- 
cured the seat, although by a considérably 
decreased majority. The Liberais, in fact, 
did better even than in the 188 election, be- 
fore the split in the party, owing to 
Gladstone’s adoption of home rule. Blunt 
was somewhat at a disadvantage, being 
unable to make a personal canyass. On the 
other hand, he had the advantage of affording 
a personal illustration of the high-handed 
deeds of the Government in Ireland. Yester- 
day a wagon paraded the constituency with 
amanona plank bed to excite sympathy. 
The Unionist papers have started a number of 
theories to account for the increase in the 
Liberal strength. The Times, ever ready to 
assail what it considers the inferior races, at- 
tributes it to the fact that in the last two 
elections the Liberals were represented by a 
Bengalee-Baboo, the most unsuitable candi- 
date inthe world. This Baboo was Lalmolum 
Grose, one of the most enlightened and elo- 
quent speakers of the English language. The 
real reason for tne 

DIFFERENCE OF THE VOTING 
was partly the progress of home-rule views 
and partly the influence of the late member, 
Evelyn, thrown in the scale of the Liberal 
side. The Tory candidates succeeded, as 
usual, in stirring up a good deal of ill feeling 
toward the Irish nation, from pictures with 
which Deptford has been one *blaze of color 
for the past few weeks. It might have been 
supposed that the daily occupation of every 
Irishman was committing outrages of the 
most fiendish description. This being the last 
of bye elections for the present, it conclusive- 
ly proves that the results have generally been 
deeided in favor of the Liberals. 
A TICKLISH QUESTION. 

The postponed debate on the exclusion of 
public speakers from Trafalgar Square begins 
to-day. The question is a very ticklish 
one to a ‘majority of the London 
members, who are Tories. The Government 
would like to give every support in their 
power to the Commissioner of Police. Repre- 
sentations have been made to them since the 
Southwark election, however, in consequence 
of which the Ministers held a private meeting 
yesterday. The result is not made public, but 
it is ramored that it was decidea not to oppose 
Russell’s motion for an inquiry into the whole 
subject of meetings in public places. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S MISSION. 

It is fortunate for Chamberlain that the vote 
on his special mission to Washington also 
comes on to-day. The Radicals are too 
anxious to discuss the right of public meeting 
to waste time on a comparatively in- 
significant matter. This opposition to 
the vote comes from Labouchere, but is 
considerably actuated by personal animosity. 
Chamberlain will find little Support. 

THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 

Although the British Government has decid- 
ed to take no official part in the Paris exhibi- 
tion next year, because it is intended as a 
celebration of the taking of the Bastile, the 
merchants and traders of London met yester- 
day under the presidency of the Lord Mayor 
and decided that it was desirable that British 
art and manufactures be properly represented 
there.

THE RAILWAY COMMISSION’S REPORT. 

OTTawa, Ontario, March 1.—The report of 
the Royal Commission on Railways, which 
body, for the past two years has been inquir- 
ing into important railway matters with a 
view to legislative action, was presented in 
the House of Commons yesterday afternoon. 
The report is very voluminous. Regarding 
what are known as inter-railway disputes, the 
commission say that special legislation in 
each particular case of expropriation is not 
desirable, but they recommend that such 
questions be decided by some properly conati- 
tuted tribunal. They say that legislation 
is required to estabiish an independent trib- 
unal with power to deal with disputes be- 
tween railway companies relative to crossing, 
rights of way, etc., whose decision should be 
final; that a uniform classification of rates 
should be established and maintained by all 
the conipanies, subject to the adoption, if de- 
sired, Dy them, of the American classification 
for through trafficto and from the States, and 
that the companies may make and establish 
tariffs of maximum rates, subject to approval 
and revision by such tribunals as may 
be constituted. It is expedient to 
adopt the rule of equal mileage 
rates, irrespective of distance and 
cost of service. Uhe car load of not less than 
ten tons should be the unitof railway trans- 
portation in respect of any special rates 
granted, all quantities under acar ioad being 
treated alike, but the railway company to be 
at liberty to make special rates for large ship- 
ments. Discriminations ofan unjust or par- 
tial character between individuals under like 
conditions should be eftectively prohibited 
and any infraction of such law should be pun- 
ished by 

SEVERE PENALTIES. 

Discrimination of an unjust or partial charac- 
ter between different localities under like con- 
ditions should ajso be prohibited and any in- 
fraction of such law punished by penalties, 
after due cognizance has been tuken of the 
effect of water and rail competition. All secret 
special rates, rebates, drawbacks or conces- 
sions to shippers should be declared illegal and 
made subject to penalties. Every special rate 
should be made public on the demand of any 
inguirer. Complaints of extortionate or unjust 
discrimination should be referred to an author- 
ized tribunal for settlement, the damages to be 
limited. Railway companies should not be 
compelied to undertake express business, but 
must afford facilities to express companies 
alike. The illegal infraction of any statutory 
obligation should be left to the proposed 
tribunal, who, after hearing the case, may im- 
pose for any proved violation or neglect to 
comply with the regulations established by 
the law such penalty as may be deemed proper, 
not less than $100 nor more than $5,000.

FIRES. 


A Big Furniture Factory Burned—Destruc- 
tive Farm [Fire. 


NEw YorK, March 1.—The big furniture fac- 
tory of Pottier & Stymus at Forty-second 
street and Lexington avenue caught fire at 
12:45 to-day. Almost the entire force of the 
Fire Department on Manhattan Island was 
called to the point. The whole factory will be 
destroyed.

The Pottier & Stymus building was partly oc- 
cupied by the Herter Bros., also furnitureman- 
ufacturers; W. H. E rtell, furniture manufact- 
urer, and the Pneumatic Tube Company; D.B. 
Lockmann, a designer, and Wm. Armstrong, 
acarpenter. The building was owned by Pot- 
tier Stymus. The Vanderbilt Hotel, on 
the northeast corner of Lexing- 
ton avenve Forty-second street, 
was seriously damaged by fire. The 
hospital for the ruptured on the northwest 
corfier was alsc badly scorched, At half-past 
two the fire was under control. The lossis 
estimated at $1,000,000. 

The elevated railway structure ‘on Forty- 
second street caught fire and the ties burned 
lustily until the great walls of the building fell 
and crushed down the iron structure. 
The efforts of the firemen were especially 
directed toward saving the great storage 
building which stood next to the furniture fac- 
tory. It was filled witn goods worth overa 
million dollars. It smoked and the great iron 
shutters became red hot, but the hundreds 
of streams of water which were 
thrown on it prevented it from blazing. 
The building was damaged considerably, 
but its contents were saved. The roof of St. 
Agnes’ Church caught fire several times, but 
the damage was small. Most of the losses are 
believed to be covered fully by insurance.

Searching for Bodies—Whht Caused the 
Roof to Fall In.

Kansas OCrry, Mo., Merch 1.—The scene at 
the wreck of the unfinished Midland Hotel was 
not changed this morning from last night. 
One hundred workmen took the place of those 
who worked all nignt in the debris and re- 
newed the search for the remains of Frank 
Edison, the carpenter who is suppesed to be 
buried in the ruins.

Superintendent of Public Buildings Ever- 
hart spent some time at the Midland this 
morning. In speaking of the cause ofthe ac- 
cident, Supt. Everhart said: ‘‘Even to-day it 
is rather hard to tell the exact cause. 
The ironwork, which I think caused the diffi- 
culty, is at the bottom of the wreck, and 
everything must be removed before the iron 
can be examined. Theiron beam which sup- 

orted the truss, which in turn supported 

he wall and roof, is, in my 
udgment, responsible for the break. 

t must have given away atthe end, allowing 
the trusses to fall, thus carrying the wall with 
them. One of the Senpenseet bricks would 
have done the work, and they could 
easily have been placed without the 
knowledge of the contractor. Two iron 
plates helped support this eye-beam and did 

art of the work ofthe wall. If it shoujd have 
happened that the eye-beam did not rest over 
the center of either of these grates the weight 
of the trusses would naturally have 
caused the plate to give way.

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KANSAS CITY KICKLNG, 

Kansas City’s real estate boom has be- 
come quite an elephant on her hands. 
She is not so happy over it as she was last 
year. Then she boasted of actual redl 
estate sales in Kaw Township footing up 
more than all of Jackson County’s assess- 
ment. This year the County Assessor has 
felt bound by his oath of office, the law of 
the land and the evidence before him to 
raise Jackson County’s assessment from 
$56,910,835 to $126,199,810, most of the 
raise falling of, coursé on _ the 
Kansas City property which had 
changed hands so rapidly at such 
booming prices. And now Kansas City is 
kicking ‘‘like a bay steer’’ against the 
raise, and the very papers that are pre- 
dicting a still more active real estate mar- 
ket at higher prices for this year are try- 
ing to bulldoze the County Court into a 
revision of the Assessor’s valuation, and 
no doubt a powerful pressure will be 
brought to bear on the State Board of 
Equalization to induce it to treat Kansas 
City real estate sales as fictitious, mere 
tricks of trade to take in outsiders, and 
not genuine tests of value. 

But while Kansas City boasts of having 
attracted anywhere from $75,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 of foreign capital to her real 
estate and building operations and other 
business, it will puzzle her to tell why 
this addition to the wealth of the State 
should escape the taxation imposed upon 
all other values. If she induces the State 
Board of Equalization to largely reduce 
the valuation of the Assessor, will not 
such reduction discredit her claims, take 
some of the wind outof her alleged real 
estate sales and cause her distended boom 
to collapse? 

If she can be induced to take advice 
from St. Louis,she will accept that assess- 
ment withouta murmur. It will cost less 
than 2 per cent of her alleged increase 
of capital to pay all the taxes thereon.

M. WILSON’S CONVICTION. 


The prosecution, conviction and sen- 
tence of M. Wrison to two years’ im- 
prisonment for letting his money-getting 
passion connect him with corruption in 
office while his-father-in-law was Presi- 
dent argues well for the stability of the 
French Republic. It demonstrates the 
presence of a public spirit and a popular 
regard for public virtue without which no 
Republic is safe.

The mere finger of suspicion 
pointed at the President’s son-in-law ore- 
ated a demand for his prosecution which 
first overthrew a Ministry and finally 
forced the father-in-law to resign the 
Presidency. That the demand was not 
insisted on for mere political effect, but 
was impelled by a wholesome public senti- 
ment and genuine Republican feeling, 
was shown bythe continued pressing of 
the charge against WILSON after every 
political object that. could have been 
sought in that connection had been real- 
ized in the change of Ministry and the 
resignation of M. GREvy.

A monopoliet is 
just as much an enemy to orderly society as 
an Anarchist, The latter blows us to smith- 
ereens by asingle explosion, the former lays 
us under tribute and compels overage.

THE GERMAN TRAGEDIAN’S VISIT TO THE 
WHITE HOUSE. 


A Midnight Trip to the National Capital— 
The New York Send-Off to the Actor—Ar- 
rival at the Executive Mansion — Ten 
Minutes With tho President—Her Pos- 
sart’s Undelivered Speech. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

NEw YorRK, March 1.—It was shortly after 1 
o’clock on Tuesday night last, when Herr 
Possart rushed, hot from playing ‘‘King 
Lear,’’ into an upper room of the Atlantic 
Garden and fell toeatinga filet of beef with 
substantial trimmings. A glass of draught 
beer went along with the food. As h® ate bis 
supper Herr Possart was regarded with un- 
mistakable interest bya semi-circle of eight 
or ten ladies who were drinking champagne 
with Coroner Ferdinand Levy and Manager 
Amberg of the Thalia Theater, and the 
Atlantic Garden orchestra boomed with a 
headlong and extraordinary fervor in the 
great auditorium below. Her Prossart 
was shortly to start for Washington on a 
visit to the President of the United States. 
Coroner Levy had conducted the necessary 
correspondence with Col. Lamont. An ap- 
pointment had been made for Wednesday 
morning between the hoursof l0andl.. At 
11:45 Herr Possart in a superb fur-trimmed 
overcoat and doffing a stovepipe hat to either 
side, passed down the front steps of the 
Thalia with Mrs. Possart on his arm. The 
Thalia orchestra played in the vestibule and a 
considerabls gathering in the street cheered 
the actor as he passed @oacarriage. Twe 
carriages conveyed a select party by way 
of the Desbrosses Street Ferry to 


the Pennsylvania Railroad Station in Jerse 
City. This party included, beside Mr. an 
Mrs. Possart, Coroner Levy, preaident of the 
Possart Verein; a small particular knot of the 
actor’s many admirers; Manager Gustave 
Amberg, who has the zapueaien of growing 
younger, more mercurial and more amiable 
with every year that passes over his raven 
head; Herr Kramer, son of the owner of the 
Thalia Theater and the Atlantic Garden, and 
Mrs. Levy and Miss Engel. 

THY TRIP. 

Herr Possart expressed himselfias impressed 
with the State of New Jersey, but it was evi- 
dent that this expression was more the result 
of predetermined and indomitable politeness 
than of a real conviction, because one really 

ets very little idea of New Jersey from a trip 

nto the interior of the Pennsyivania Railroad 
station at midnight. The entire circum- 
stances of this midnight start were calculated 
to depress a sunny-hearted foreigner about 
to take his first experience of Amer- 
ican railroading. The train was made up 
entirely of sleeping-cars and from one end 
to the other offered to the hopeful eye of Herr 
Possart, nothing butaone-foot aisle walled 
with depressing] bed curtains and iighted 
with the feeble and pumoertoning panes of 
the sick chamber. Herr Possart lad a state- 
room. He did not go tosleep init, but lay 
awake, and, as he afterward shamefacediy 
confessed, tried to guess at the consummation 
of the hours which lay between him and 
Washington. He was slightly depressed when 
he rose, andthe toneof his spirits may have 
been still further lowered by the frozen and 
melancholy aspect of nature in the land- 
scape tiirough which thetrain rolled on the 
final stage of its passage into the 
capital city. He was not cheered by the early 
morning . aspect of Pennsylvania avenue, 
though he smiled faintly at the remark of a 
New Yorker at the hotel later, who declared 
that the famous avenue was like an Indianapo- 
lig street—two miles wide and without any 
houses on the edges to finish it off with. Seem- 
ingly, the American breakfast at Willard’s 
merely astonished him. For a man accus- 
tomed to break his fast meagerly, and who on 
this occasion wanted only a giass of Apollin- 
aris water ard a cup of tea, it was rather cal- 
culated to be asurprise, consisting, as it did, 
of all kinds of meats and all .fishes, besides 
corn cakes, griddle cakes, bananas and fried 
eggs. After breakfast Herr Possart, Coroner 
Levy and Manager Amberg 

PUT ON SWALLOW TAILS, 
after a custom that it is understood prevails 
in Germany. Herr Kramer positively refused 
to follow this custom and went in his every- 
day clothes. Atthe White House the three 
swallow tails were without ao n-w but they 
looked very well even in their loneliness. 
There was little waiting before the four gen- 
tlemen were summoned to enter the library 
where the President was. The ladies had 
been left in the reception rooms below, Coro- 
ner Levy’s arrangements for the reception 
not having contemplated the ladies. 
The President stood on the hearthrug 
in the library talking with two callers, 
He looked slightly annoyed, as aman does 
sometimes when a great many favors are 
asked of him. It was atime forthe reception 
of Senators and Representatives, and eyl- 
dently the President had been fairly well 
plied. Several groups stood about the room 
watching the President and one another. The 
pomenpaers was undoubtedly constrained and 
formal. Herr Possart seemed to feel it and 
another touch was added to the several de- 
peeone influences of 

g- n two minutes the 
dismissed four callers. Two 
went away with the assurance that he would 
‘‘look into it,’’ and that he would ‘‘see,’’ 
and two walked off with evident fleas in their 
ears. Then the President recognized Ooroner 
Levy and received him most ppt te Herr 
Possart and the rest of the deputation were 
gracefully introduced, and the President 
shook hands with rather less formality than 
had been shown by anybody who had shaken 
hands with Herr Possart during the day. The 
German actor was nonplussed. Heh a for- 
mal little speech of compliment all ready to 
deliver, but there came no opportunity for it. 
The President was not at all a person to make 
a set speech to, 

HE CHATTED AND JOKED 

and laughed for ten minutes, and when the in- 
terview wasover Herr Possart was a stirred 
and astonished man. Hesaid that Democracy 
was beautifuland that he would watch the 
works of the June conventions with excessive 
interest. After the interview with Mr. Oleve- 
land, Herr Possart was taken through the 
Oapitol, where be heard Senator Vestand Gen, 
Weaver in the act of impassioned oratory. 
Still later he had lunch at Willard’s, and after 
that he was lost in admiration of the amenities 
of a vestibule train. But the memory which 
was strongest with the German actor when he 
alighted in Jersey City wasthe memory of a 
ruler of 60,000,000 who had chuckled and pagsed 
easy compliments with him and who had 
given him in ten minutes’ time no opportunity 
of getting rid ofaspeech that could be de- 
recess n Germany without the slightest 
trouble.

BanGcor, Me., March 1.—Over thirty years 
have elapsed since the famous Maine liquor 
law ‘was enacted. Far and wide this liquor 
law has been held up by temperance agitators 
as a model for the country, and the State of 
Maine was regarded as the bulwark against 
intemperance. But during all these three 
decades liquor has flowed freely in secret 


places. That the law in certain ways pro- 
moted intemperance is quite certain. it 
also was prolific tn a vast amount of 
Tiger gd and injurious in many directions. 
At last there has come a reaction and a move- 
ment is now under way in the State which bids 
fairto overwhelm the famous Maine liquor 
law and erect a license law on its ruins. 

Several weeks ago in Belfast a Personal 
Liberty Society was formed, among the mem- 
bers of which were numbered some of the 
most prominent and influential citizens. In a 
brief time its membership reached 850. To-day 
it’s learned thata strong movement is unde. 
way to for clubs eegee gy the State, 
President J. S. Harriman of the Belfast Club 
being a prominent participant. Personal 
Liberty Clubs are to be formed in every 
town, and combined they will demand a 
license law. Circulars, including the call for 
the forming of the Belfast society, have been 
sent out broadcast over the State, and with 
them a letter inviting the co-operation of ail 
voters who are opposed to the present prohib- 
itory liquor law, and who are in favor of a ju- 
dicious license law in the State. Copies of 
this circular and letter have been sent to all 
the hotel men in the State and President Har- 
riman has been in consultation this week with 
several of the prominent landlords of the 
State. What the effectof this movement will 
be cannot be foreseen now. The Republican 
party is pledged to prohibition, and should 4 
fourth party arise, or the Democratic party 
indorse license, the result must be disastrous 
to the former.

A Question for the Mercantile Community. 


Judge Thompson to-day rendered a dissent- 
ing opinion imthe Court of Appeals in the 
case of Theo. J; Witting against the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railway Company. The 
Judge says: ‘‘The question involved is of 


such importance to the mercantile com- 
munity and to public carriers as to 
justify me in stating before the close of the term 
the reasons for whichI have been unable to 
agree to the conclusion reached by my learned 
associates.

THE “GREYHOUND” GONE. 


DISAPPEARANOE OF THE RACING STYLE OF 
OCEAN STEAMER. 


Changes in Atlantic Travel — Increase in 
Cemforts and Speed — Dangers to the 
Leng Narrow Vessel—What Non-Trust 
Competition Has Done for Tourists. 


Gerard Waterman of New York, who has for 
several days been stopping atthe Lindell, in 
conversation with a PostT-DIsPaToH reporter, 
said: ‘*My business for the last fifteen years 
has taken me to Europe at least four times 
a year, and I have tried almost every line 
of steamers that-runs between America and 
the eastern coast of the Atlantic. I thus have 
large opportunities of observation, and can 
say thatthe progress made during the last 
seven years is greater than during any period 
of three times the length since the Atlantic was 
first crossed by steamer. The improvement is 
not only in speedy but in comfort, the latter 
having In past times been strangely neglected. 
Some twelve years ago the White Star Line be- 
gan building a class of fast steamers, intended 


by their superior speed and greater attention 
paid to the comfert and convenience of pas- 
sengers, to compete with the overwhelming 
reputation of the Cunarders for safety. For 
two or three years after the White Star steam- 
ers were put on the line but little change was 
observed, as the public were slow in changing 
their accustomed route, and did not at first 
recognize the advantages offered 
by the new steamers. They cer- 
tainly were very weak - looking 
affairs, being extremely narrow, and very 
long, but in speed pow 4 ar exceeded anything 
else afloat, and not only were the cabins more 
comfortable, but the suffering from seasick- 
ness was much less. The cause of this was 
that these long steamers, resting on three 
waves when running against or before the 
wind, scarcely pitched at all, although they 
of course rolled as much as any others. The 
rotte at that time taken by the Cunarders 
was much longer, that company ones Soe 
ships on paraliels of latitude above and below 
the shortest route to avoid the danger of col- 
lisions, and this, taken in conjunction with 
their slower steamers, made the passage by 
the Cunard line from thirty-six hourgto three 
days slower than by the White Star. 
THE STRICT DISCIPLINE 

maintained on the Cunarders, while it enabled 
them to boast that they had never lost a life, 
was in many cases onerous to the passengers 
and caused a great drift of custom toward the 
White Star Line. At 10 o’clock premptly the 
ligitsinthe sinoking-room and saloon were 
turned out and the passengers were obliged to 
betake themselves totheir cabins, whether 
they felt inclined to do so or not. No employe 
of the Cunard Line was ever discharged for 
anything but incompetency, while other 
companies laid off men whenever 
business was slack. This rendered 
possible a discipline almost as perfect as that 
of the oy he but made employes compara- 
tively indifferent to pleasing their passengers, 
as an unpopular captain was as sure of his 
position as the most popular officer on the 
line. In this way, while safety was secured, 
the passengers were not made nearly 60 com- 
fortable as elsewhere, and the Ounarders be- 
gan to lose custom fast. 

‘*But within the last six years,’’ Mr. Water- 
, man went on to say, ‘‘there has been an enor- 
mous change. The Cunarders, recognizing 
the necessity of speed, have put on some of 
the fastest steamers in the world, and have 
relaxed their severe discipline as applied to 
passengers, although it is as strict as ever as 
regards the crew. The splendid steamers of 
the State Line, the 7 line flying the Ameri- 
can flag, have attracted throngs of passengers; 
the German, French and Dutch lines have 
built new vessels, and the comfort afforded by 
a steamer of the present day is in every way 
far beyond that of the vessels of ten years ago, 
while the speed has been proportionately in- 
creased. There has been quite a retrogression 
from the

established by the White Star, as it became 
evident that these vesselsjwere very likely to 
suffer severe, and possibly fatal, injury. When 
riding on three waves they were admirable, 
but with a long swell it was found that the 
vessel might rest on but two waves, one at the 
bow and one at the stern, and when in this 
position was very likely to break her back, 
For this reason the long, narrow-build, well- 
named the ‘ocean greyhound,’ model, 
has been abandoned, and the length 
of the fastest vessels to-day is much 
less@n proportion totheir beam than it: was 
five years ago. The effect of the change in 
model and increased speed has been to break 
up the practical monopoly formerly enjoyed 
by the Cunard and White Star steamers, as 
other companies have built vessels of the 
best character, and to-day there are half a 
dozen lines, the American by no means the 
least, plying across the ocean, on which ac- 
commodations ca@h be secured utterly un- 
known fifteen years ago.’’

Oscar F, Beckwith, the Austerlitzs Murderer, 
Hanged at Hudson, N. Y. 

Hupson, N. Y., March 1.—Oscar F. Beck- 
‘with was hanged at the Court-house in this 
city at 10:09this morning for the murder of 
Simon Vandercook at Austerlitz, on January 
10, 1882. This case has become celebrated 
from the fact that the condemned man had 
been sentenced te death six times. He has 
had two trials and his case has been twice 


assed upon by the general term of the 
and Oourt of Appeals, 
finally application was made 
the Governor for ‘ executive 
clemency, which was denied. Beckwith slept 
from 10 until early this enn. | At4o’clock 
this morning Beckwith arose m his bed 
and, standing up on his feet, glanced about 
his cell and again laid down and slept until 
morning light peered through his grated win- 
dow. At7 o'clock the prisoner arose, feeling 
refreshed after the night of rest, such as no 
man under sentence of death, save Oscar 
F. Beckwith, could have passed through. He 
said that the fact was easily understood, as he 
was ‘‘used to trouble.’’ 
BECKWITH’& CRIME. 

Beckwith and his victim, Simon A. Vander- 
cock, were partners in a gold-mining scheme 
in the mountains of Austerlitz, Columbia 
County. They had found ore and it had been 
assayed, but did not produce very large prof- 
its. Thetwo quarreled, and Beckwith was 
anxious to get rid of Vandercock, as was 
shown in the evidence on the trial, he having 
expressed a desire to have him killed. About 
January 10, 1882, Vandercock suddenly disap- 

eared, and Harrison Calkins, who lived not 

ar from Beckwith’s rude hutin the woods, 
went to the hut and inquired of Beck- 
with if the knew where Vandercock 
was. Beckwith said that’ Vandercock had 
gone away and would not be back until spring. 
There was a smell of burning flesh about the 
house which Beckwith said was pork rinds 
which he was burning. Calkins did not en- 
ter the house, but returned home, His sus- 
picions were aroused and the next ws VUalkins 
and his neighbors visited the hut. Beckwith 
had disappeared. In the stove was found the 
partly consumed skull, hands and other por- 
tions of the body. In a basket were discovered 
the clothes of the victim. Under a bunk in 
one earns of the room were portions of the 
body which had been chopped up into 
lengths about a foot long. An ax stained with 
biood was also found. There was no doubt 
Vandercock had been murdered by Beckwith. 

ARREST OF THE MURDERER. 

Beckwith could not be found, although a 
large reward was offered and active search 
was made for him. At length a letter to his 
daughter, which was intercepted, gave the 
information that he was living at South River, 
in the Perry Sound District, Province of Onta- 
rio, under the name of Uharles White. On Feb- 
ruary 20, 1885, he was found there and arrestcd 
by ex-Sheriff Henry A. Hanner of Columbia 
County. He was extradited and brought here. 
He was tried and found guilty of murder on 
November 20, 1885, and sentenced to be hanged 
on January 8, 1886. An appeal was taken to the 
General Term, which affirmed the sentence and 
from there the case went tothe Courtof Ap- 
peals, which granted him a new trial on 
newly-discovered evidence, The second trial 
was begun on February 2, 1887, and he was 
again found guilty and sentenced to be hanged 
on March 24, 1887. Appeals were taken tothe 
general term of the Courtof Appeals, which 
affirmed the sentence and the date of ita exe- 
cution was fixed for to-day. Beckwith was 
tried twice, sentenced six times and his case 
reviewed before twenty Judges at different 
times: The Governor was appealed to on Feb- 
ruary 24asalasteffort in his behalf, but he 
refused to interfere. 

Beckwith was a native of Columbia County 
and had an upenviable reputation, and had 
always been bad. According to his own story 
he was in prison in Massachusetts for stealing; 
broke’‘jail in Poughkeepsie, where he was 
confined on a charge of borse-stealing; trav- 
eled in Illinois as a Baptist minister and was 
the leader of a gang of thieves who had their 
rendezvous in the town of Austerlitz.

8us- 
icilons have rested on Dr. Weed for some 
ime, but on account of his position gn the 
community where he has resided, and the 
fact that nothing definite could be traced to 
him, deterred the officers from placing him 
under arrest. The recent confessions of the 
other two prisoners, Whitney and Fos- 
ter, the “Young New Yorker, have no 
doubt implicated Dr. Weed in_ the 
robbery, ~ although that part -of..thcir 
confession has not as yet been made public. 
The srrest was made by Sheriff Brown and 
Deputy-Sheriff Maloney, who went to New- 
port on Tuesday evening's train and brought 
the cose here yesterday morning. He 
stoutly denied the ¢harge and sad they were 
PTE UP a job on him. 
Dr. Weed refused to see a reporter and re- 
quested that no one be admitted to see him. 
he officers also refused to tell much about 
the affair. 
suspicious that Dr. Weed and others were im- 
licated in this robbery and his absence 
om home that night, andthe fact that he 
was with Whitney und Foster and certain 
others, playing pokerin his office on Sunday 
afternoon, have been commontalk. He was 
never willing to say where he was that night. 
Dr. Harvey dressed Mr. Bennett’s wound, but 
Dr. Weed sawthe old man the next day and 
was interviewed by several reporters aboutthe 
case. The fact that Mr. Bennett claims to 
have lost $30,000 and is sure of it, while Whit- 
ney and Foster claim to have taken only $20,- 
000, has led to the belief that others were con- 
nected with the robbery and got some of 
the money. The statement of Mr. Bennett 
that he believed some of his money was in cir- 
culation in Newport shortly after the robbery, 
also pointed to the same fact, and it would ap- 
pear now as if some disagreement abeut the 
division of the spoils had exposed the affair 
more fully and led to the arrest of Dr. Weed.

FIFTY YEARS OF CRIME, 


THE CAREER OF JOHN PETER M’CARTNEY, 
COUNTERFEITER AND CROOK. 


Released After Eleven Years’ Imprisonment 
He Recommences Shoving the Queer— 
Heowthe Famous Koniacker Began His 
Career—Mrs, Martha Ann Ackerman 
McCartney—His Escape From aB.&0O. 
Train—A Trilling Jump—Escape From 
the St. Louis Jail—A Chief of Operatives 
Sarprised—His First Sentence—Estrange- 
ment From His Wife—She Enters the Pay 
of the Government—aA Story ef Crime. 


Zhe dispatches of yesterday told of the ar- 
restin New Orleans of Pete McOartney for 
passing $1 bills raised to Ofties, the word fit- 
ty being cut from the haif-dollar paper notes 
now out of circulation. He said his name was 
John Wilson, but it was suspected 
that he was the notorious Mc- 
Cartney, and a photograph being 
secured with his description from the secret 

, service peo- 
ple, the iden- 
tification was 
complete. He 
was* released 
from the Mich- 
igan City 
(Ind,)peniten- 
tiary butafew 
months since,

John Peter McCartney. released it 


was thought the old man was reformed, and 
he declared his intention of taking peacefully 
to farming. It was not in him, however, 
and thore who best knew the old koniacker 
expected his fives or twenties would be in cir- 
culation before many months. Several times 
he had been on the brink of reform, and each 
time he was known to have retreated. For 
nearly fifty years he had been actively engaged 
in the manufacture or sale of bogus money, 


and there was little probability that he would 
wholly retire from the business of his life. 

He has been variously known at different 
periods of his life, but started under the name 
of John Peter McCartney In 1824 in Shelby 
County, Ill. His parents were Irish, poor and 
respectable. Later in life he was known 
uncer the following aliases: Thomas McCart- 
ney, Joe Wood, Davis, Robert L. Wilmer, 
Charles Lang, Andrew ‘Long, Warren, Capt. 
Judd, Miller, Carter, Brown. 

BEGINNING A CAREER. 

His father apprenticed him to a farmer near 
Mattoon, lll., when he was @ well-grown boy, 
and he made an excelient hand, being active, 
strong and willing. He made the acquaintance 
then of the family of William R. Jolnston, 
alias Wm. Smith, a noted counterfeiter whose 
father and grandfather had been engaged in 
the manufacture of queer and whose sister 
was the wife of Miles Ogle, very notorious‘now 
for his expertness as @ counterfeiter. 

From the Jobnstohs McCartney learned a 
little engraving, but did not then participate 
in the soggy, money. It: was a yeur or 
two later, when he was traveling North gell- 
ing notions from a wagon for’‘his former em- 
nw ahaa Baoie g he began his Criminal career. 

‘here were then what were known as wild- 
cat Danksin existence, banks chartered by 
the States and operated without 
capital. Each day a man had 
to examine his bundle of bills 
to ascertain how many of them had been 
rendered worthless by the fallure of the bank 
issuing them, McCartney, ia his business as 
a notion peddler, acquired a number of bills 
issued by banks that were broken, He cut 
from these the words and figtres five and ten 
and pasted these overthe @gures and letters 
on $1 bills issued by good banks. So 
successful was he in this work that 
he gave up the peddling-Gart, settled with 
his employer and devoted himself to a career 
ofcrime. At Indianapolis, Ind., he met and 
became intimate with Ben yd, an engraver 
and counterieiter, who £aught him more 
about engraving. Boyd was an artist with 
the gravers and had had good tuition. 
Aithough the pupil becamé very expert, he 
never equaled his master in the 
perfection of his work, though 
in speed he was always a r- 
vel. He met in Cincinnati the 
woman whose faithfulness to him in later 
years often enabled him to escape from the 
tightest possible pluces. Martha Ann Acker- 
man was the daughter of aGerman counter- 
feiter, who had died before McCartney met 
her. Mrs. Ackerman, the girl’s inother, 
maintained relations with the ‘‘*trade’’ and 
occasionally shoved some bills. Martha and 
her sister, Almiranda, were vroughbt up in the 
‘*trade,’’ and Martha bad printed bills from 

lates from the time sh@ was 11 yeers old. 

cCartney was at the timeof the meetinga 
member of a gang fo: which he made plates. 
When the gang

he took a lot of the bills and went 
to Indianapolis, where, as. Joe Woods, he en- 
gaged in various kinds of business, the 
object being to rid himself of the bogus 
money. He bought severai houses and in- 
vested altogether about $25,000. Some yeara 
later he went East to operate, and in 1862 was 
arrested ina military camp in West Virginia 
for passing money. He was placed under 
guard to be taken to Washington over the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad...He recognized the 
danger of his situation, as the military author- 
ities were not so easily dealt with as 
civi} officers, and death was ver 
apt to be his punishment. Althoug 
heavily manacied he resolved to escape, and 
when the train was moving ata high rate of 
speed he leaped off. ‘Ihe fall broke several 
ribs, but he managed to escape into the tim- 
ber before the train could be stopped. After 
incredible suffering he chec the house of 
friends. After that he was not actively en- 
gaged in the queer trade, but became an 
operating dentist in the employ of ©. Gran- 
ville French of Springfield, Ill., and there in 
1864 he married Martha Ackerman, for whom 
he bad conceived an ardent affection years be- 
fore. She was very handsome and quite well 
versed in all the arts of her husband’s 
trade. Immediately after his marriage 
he located at Nanveo., Iill., and en- 
graved piates from whieh were printed the 
counterfeits of the $10 United States Treasury 
note, greenback variety, issue of March 10, 
1862. e had made extensive pre, arations for 
the circulation of these motes, and got them 
going all over the country in large quantities. 

hese plates were used Until surrendered to 
the secret service four years later by Mrs. Mis- 
souri Rittenhouse of Osgood, Ind., when her 
husband, Jefferson Ritsenhouse, and Lyle 
jn her brother, were arrested for counter- 

ng. : —

During the three succeeding years he posed 
as a reformed counterfeiter and as 
PROF. JOSEPH WOODS 
he lectured in this State and down the Mis- 
sissippi on ‘‘Counterfeit Money, and How to 
Detect It.’" He attracted large audiences, 
circulated a large amount of counterfeit 
money in making change at the box office and 
paying expenses of himself and wife. The 
ills he used were a five and a twenty, printed 
from plates he had himself made by Miles and 
George Ogle at Fort Wayne. Ind. 

It has been said McCartney was a rapid. en- 
graver. Heturned out plates In two weeks 
that other engravers required .six months to 
do. His twenties were excellent from the be- 
Fmd though the plate was printed from 
after afortnight’s work on it. He improved 
the plate as experience showed it had defects, 
and in the end made a note that would pass at 
the banks. 

He quit the lecture field for the regular busl- 
ness of his life and operated allabout St. Louis 
from Nauvoo to Dallas and from  Louis- 
ville to Denver. His basis of operations 
was for some years the cabin of Levi the Os- 
good, (Ind.,) counterfeiter. He escaped from 
the Sangamon County, (I/l.,) jail in 1868 under 
circumstances that ied to the belief Jne had 
bribed the Sheriff and that official’ was in- 
dicted, but was acquitted as there was no 
evidence against him. Sometime after that 
McCartney went to Rolla, Mo., where he went 
into the livery and sale stable business. A 
suspicious customer one day led him to be- 
lieve Rolla was a warm place and deserting 
the stable MeCaitney disappeared. Mrs. Mc- 
Cartney closed up the business and followed | 
him later. 

McCartney claimed atone time that he de- 
sisted from counterteiting for several years on 
the condition that the Government pay t@ bis 
wife and children acertain sum yearly. This 
payment was neglected on account of a de- 
ficient appropriation and he returned to his 
old tricks. 

ANOTHER ST. LOUIS ESCAPE. 

On February 5, 1°75, MeCartney escaped 
from the St. Louis Jail with five other men ar- 
rested for counterfeiting. The eascape was 
made-about 3:30. in the morning. Mc- 
Cartney had made skeleton keys which 
opened thecelldoors. The Jailer was arrested 
but after investigation released. McCartney 
had been arrested in a boarding-house on 
Summit (now Ewing) avenue. There bad been 
a quarrel between the men and some shooting 
ensued which attracted the police. They did 
not knuw who their men were and arrested a 
detective withthe gang. The detective was 
subsequently released and had an excellent 
case worked up against the wholo party, when 
McCartney —— it by escaping. It was the 
ye a jail delivery that ever occurred in 8t, 

uis, 

He was arrested time and again by the 
secret-service officers but he either bought 
off his guards or gave them the slip. He was 
arrested once in Cincinnati, and three $1,000 
United States bonds (genuine), $500 good 
money and a counterfeit plate were found on 
him. That night his cell door flew open and 
he walked out. When the package taken from 
him reached the Mayor it was short two $1,000 
bonds. The.officer who had arrested McOart- 
ney and took a memorandum of the property, 
found was changed to a suburban beat 
for talking about it. 

DETECTIVE JOHN EAGAN 

ot this city went to Cincinnati to get Mc- 
Cartney when apprised of his arrest, and was 
disappointed in missing him, as he was badly 
wanted here. A month or two later, how- 
ever, Eagan located .nim at Venice on the 
East side and captured him. McCartney 
offered to turn over to Eagan large quantities 
of counterfeit money axgd plates in considera- 
tion of release. The offer was refused and he 
was taken from St. Louis to Springfield, Il., 
where the Chief of the Service Whitely 
interview ed him. He told Whitely he would 
escape and made an appointment to meet the 
Chief in hfs room at the hotel at 10 o’clock that 
evening. He did escape, and was in the room 
at the appointed hour. He escaped for good 
subsequentiy, and he was not got Into safe 
custody again until the fall of 1876, though he 
was arrested many times. His career 
was full of up and downs. He was 
tried at Indianapolis,convicted and transferred 
to Michigan City Penitentiary for ten years. 
This was the firsttime he had been convicted 
in allhis career and when taken to the peni- 
tentiary he broke down. Shortly afterward he 
attempted to escape and lost bis ‘‘good time’’ 
—the commutation on sentences for good be- 
havior. 

During his term his wife lived at Neoga, IT. 
She became enamored of a doctor and Mc- 
Cartney hearing of this gave information to 
the secret service operatives which led to 
the arrest of Mrs. McCartney and the 
doctor for havin counterfeit plates in 
their possession. She pleaded guilty and was 
reieased on her own recognizance after sur- 
rendering the plates. The doctor was acquit- 
ted. Mis. McCartney entered the pay of the 
secret service then and aided materiaily in the 
conviction of koniackers, with whom she had 
been associated. The estrangement between 
Ler and McCartney was never healed, secret 
service people say.

The Post-DIsPaTCcH published some time ago 
a propogal on the part of a committee to start 
Workingmen’s Reading-rooms under the 
auspices of the Society of Ethical Culture of 
this city. The plans for these rooms have 
now been completed; the sum of $1,000 was 
raised without diflicuity. The effort has 


seemed to meet the cordial approval of the 
business menof the city. It is to be under- 
stood that these rooms are not to be used for 
political or religious purposes; matters of 
this nature are to be left quite aside in the 
management. The Ethical Society does not 
intend at all, to give any bias or direction 
through this means as to its views on religion. 
The supreme aim of such an effort will be to 
awaken larger intellectual interests among 
the workingmen, throngh a plentiful supply 
of good dally, weekly and periodical litera- 
ture, and through courses of lectures on pop- 
ular science and art. This strictly non-sec- 
tarian aad non-religious, though not anti- 
religious aspect of the free reading-rooms, is 
the teature whicb makes them different from 
such rooms under the auspicesof other re- 
ligious organizations. Mr. Sheldon, the 
speaker of the “Ethica) Society, who has put 
forward the plan, feels thgt the great need in 
solving the social problem is not so much po- 
litical agitation as a proper and more widely 
deveioped intellectual life among the people. 

The committee who have had the matter in 
charge and issued the first circular met a few 
weeks since at the office of Mr. James Taus- 
sig and elected Mr. N. O. Nelson to be the 
Treasurer and Mr. Sheldon to be the Director 
of the reading rooms. Aftera careful inspec. 
tion of the various portions of the city, an ex 
celient suite of rooms was found atthe corner 
of Sixteenth street antl- Franklin avenue, in 
the large new building occupied by the w- 
man Dairy Company. The rooms selected are 
on the second floor, with a hallway opening on 
Franklin avenue. Alterations have been made 
in the apartments so that as they now stand 
there is one gare long hall, capable of seating 
from 100 to 150 persons. Therear room is to 
be fitted up as a small library. In frontisa 
small apartment for the Secretary who may 
have charge of the rooms. The committee 
proposes at the outset to have the rooms open 
only in the evenings. They expect to have 
them ready and announce now that they will 
open the rooms for use at the end of the 
week, on Saturday evening, March 8. The 
rooms wil! be open to inspection on the partof 
the public and ready for use on that evening. 

WHAT MR. SHELDON HOPES TO DO. 

Mr. Sheldon hopes that out of the effort may 
come something a little larger than simply the 
idea of free reading-rooms. He has had in 
mind, though he has not spoken of it, the 
great work of the university extension move: 
ment in England. Probably few persons know 
very much about that movement, whata great 
dea! it has accomplished, It is an effort on the 
part of the educated men of the Universities of 
Cambridge and Oxford to carry the privileges 
of their institutions to the people at large 
throughout the country., The ave organ- 
ized lecture courses, sent out itinerant lectur- 
ers, arranged plans of evening studies and 
called out a surprising and astonishing degree 
of interest in intellectual things all over the 
country. It was found that workingmen were 
eager to listen to these lecturers and to follow 
these courses of study. Their efforte tell us 
of the patient interest with which the miners 
in the North of England, the pitmen, crowded 
eagerly around these lecturers when they 
came into the neighborhood. A single instance 
may illustrate their enthusiasm, when we are 
informed for example, that ‘‘Two pitmen, 
brothers, who lived at a village five miles from 
one of the lecture centers attended the course. 
They were able to getin by train, but the re- 
turr service was inconvenient and they were 
compelled to walk home. They did this for 
three months, on dark nights over wretchedly 
bad roads and in all kinds of weather.’’ 
Another instance is given of a workingman, a 
joiner, in Yorkshire who said at-a public meet- 
ing: ‘‘Itis six years since I first sat in this 
hall at the first course of. University Ex- 
tension Lectures, @nd 1 have attended all 
the courses since, except one when I was ili. 
Icannot tell how muchI owe to these lect- 
ures; they have worked a revolution in my 
life. I am able to take broader views of 
questions and my interests are widened and 
my lifes oe brighter and happlier.’’ 
When men read these reports surely they must 
feel that the possibilities of inteliectual life 
among the people are vastly laruver than has 
been usually supposed. During the past ten 
years this university extension movement in 
Great Britain nas actually reached through its 
classes and lectures and its courses upwards 
of 66,000 people. 

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY WITH THEM. 

When the pian was proposed to some of the 
Washington University men here in St. Louis 
of thusin this way giving courses of lectures* 
for workinzmen, at such rooms inthe neigh- 
borhood where these men reside, the plan was 
cordially received. Prof. Halsey C. Ives, Prof. 
Trelese, Prof. Snow, Prof. Pritchet, Prof. 
Fry, Prof. Engle: and Mr. Crundcen of the 
Public Library, all were ready and willing to 
co-operate in a work of this kind and share in 
such a course of lectures. The Saturday yven- 
ings will probably be used for this purpose 
and perhaps, another year, may be zathered 
some men for special studies of subjects in 
science, art or literature. What interests En- 
glish workingmen have surely can be anticl- 
pated by American workingmen. ' 

The committee who have this matter in 
charge, however, hope to enlist seme of the 
workingmen themselves to take an active 
share in developing the undertaking. Two 
able young men, Mr. Edwin Judd, the for- 
man of the firm of Hail & Brown, and Mr. J. 
D. Wilson, the foreman in the cabinet factory 
of the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Company, 
are to act as a committee In co-operation with 
Mr. Sheldon. Itis proposéd that they issue 
tickets to this course of popular lectures, sell- 
ingthem atanominal sum of 10 cents, and 
thus with the sum realized through this pur- 
pose; start a fund out of which to guild up a 
circulating library. It is desirous 
that the workingmen should feel 
that this thing is not done simply as a 
work of chd#rity. They ought to have a sbare 
in the interest and a share in the management, 
and to feel that they have a responsibility for 
ite permanence, as well as an intérestin its 
prosperity. The committee was much 
encouraged in this very matter when without 
any effort on their part one of the eg 
of one of the | firms in the city |} 
them asum which had been contributec 
fello w- workmen as personal contribut 
the reacing-rooms fund, When it is realized 
that this was not solicited from them at all, it 
is an assurance that are eager for a 
place.
